Although the European War has distracted attention from the 
more peaceful aspects of nature, and reduced the ranks of con- 
tributors to our annual Record of Facts, a goodly uumber of entries 
have been sent in, so that the sum total is but little below the 
average. 


No new specieg has been added to the Fauna of Shropshire, but 
the neighbouring county of Staffordshire has been able to add to its 
list Natterer’s Bat and the Black Redstart, while Herefordshire can 
now add the Spotted Eagle. 


Three Hooded Crows-were recorded near Knighton in mid-April 
—a late date for this species in Shropshire; while about Christmas - 
a Raven was shot at Broseley and another seen at Church Stretton— 
both probably wanderers from Wales brought over by the 5.W. 
gales then prevalent, 

A Waxwing was observed at Worthen in March—-probably a 
laggard from the invasion of the previous year. 


Redshanks again nested at Crudgington, and the Siskiu is believed 
to have nested near Wolverhampton, and the Crossbill at Grinshill, 
though the records in each case aro not absolutely certain. 


Nightingales were noted.at Peplow—an unusual locality—and 
at Ludlow where they have only occurred in quite recent years, 


As a whole migrants were normal in the times of arrival and 
departure, but a Corncrake is said to have been killed near Wem in 
March, while 1 House Martin stayed at Churchstoke till the end of 
the year and was seen on the wing on 8rd January, 1916. Redwings 
arrived in quise unusual numbers as early as the end of September, 
but Fieldfares were much later and far below ordinary numbors, 


Further evidence of the spread of the Little Owl is afforded by 
one of these birds taking up quarters at Church Stretton towards the 
end of the year, 


From North Wales the most noteworthy records are the oceur- 
rence of the Black Redstart in Merioneth; the Great Skua at Llan- 
dudno ; and the discovery of a breeding colony of the Sandwich Tern 
—hitherto quite unsuspected. 


Further examples of the Lesser Shrew and Yellow-necked 
Mouse were obtained at Bridgnorth, showing that both these 
mammuls have well-established colonies there. 


Amongst Fishes the most notable record was a Tench weighing 
34 lbs., taken in the Severn. i 


Albinos or other colour varieties are mentioned under the heads 
of Blackbird, Blue Tit, and Starling,

JANUARY— 


A glance at the cyclonic and anticyclonic record shows 
that this was a stormy month ; very low barometer readings 
were taken, notably on the 2nd, when the mercury at (8) 
fell to 28:09. There were rough winds with rain, sleet and 
snow, but on the whole the weather was mild. The last 
part of the month was hazy and foggy. The floods of 
December, 1914 continued “ out” during the early part (10). 
The 9th was a very cold day, when there was thunder and 
lighting with snow. ,

in South and North of England. .

FEBRUARY— , 


A. rough wet cold month, though not any very low 
temperature recorded.

VIARCH— 


This was the driest month of the year. (7) “the driest 
March on record”; during the first week slight falls of 
show gave some moisture, but the average of rein for the 
county for the whole month was but ‘73 inches. The 
beginning and the end of the month were cold; 18°6 was 
recorded at (17) on the 29th (grass minimum) ‘The 24th 
was an exceptionally warm day, 67° being reached at 
Burwarton and 60° at 7 other stations. Snow fell on 3 or 
4 duys. 

Ist to 7th a; 7th to 16th a; 17th to 24th co; 24th to 
26th a; 26th to 31st c. 
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APRIL— 


A showery month; one admirably suited for tillage 
There was a dry spell from the 10th to the 18th. Winds 
were chiefly N. Westerly. The 9th was a very rough day 
owing to the passage of a deep depression eastwards from N. 
Scotland. An aurora was seen on the 8th from (17). ‘The 
first swallow was observed at (17) on the 17th, and the 
cuckoo heard on the 28rd (81). Four days of temperature 
below 82°. : 


Ist to 2nd a; 2nd to 9th c; 10th to 19th a; 19th to 
20th co; 20th to 30th A. 


MAY— 


’ First half rainy, notably the Ist® 11th and 17th; snow 
- on 13th, when the hills were white. Frosts on 6th, 7th, 
8th ; also 28th, 30th, 3lst, when much damage was done to 
garden produce (3). Beans were cut down on 27th (27). 
Thunder and lightning severe at (15) on the 11th. From 
the 21st to the end of the month the weather was dry— 
fairly dry month with persistent northerly winds.

JUNE— 


A dry fine month, barometer generally high, very little 
rain; thunderstorms from the 25th to the end of the month.

From June 25th began a long period of wet weather 
until August 16th, only 6 days -without rain (25). Winds 
were generally northerly.

JULY—. 


This month shares with December the distinction of 
being the two wettest months of the year, averaging, éach 
of them, 5°48 inches. There were thunderstorms on the 8rd 
and 4th, accompanied by hail. At stations (16), (81), (89), 

the rainfall was the greatest on record for the month, 
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Winds were chiefly S. Westerly; the barometer records 
show that it was a period of much disturbance; very many 
centres of cyclones passed over our islands, oue over our 
own County, viz.: that of the 8—8. At (10) 1 inch of rain 
fell on the 5th in 17 minutes, 1:37 imches in the storm. No 
high temperature recorded; the month was “wet, cool and 
changeable.” —Met. Office.

AUGUST-- 


Until the 17th of the month very trying conditions 
prevailed, the hay harvest still waiting to be gathered. The 
2nd was a very wet day; every Station throughout the 
County recorded over one inch of rain having fallen, and at 
five of these considerably over two inches, (42) “wettest day 
- for 12 years” ; thunderstorms were frequent during the first 
half of the month. At (81) lightning on 1st, 10th, 12th ; 
thunder on 18th with hail, and on 15th thunder and 
lightning, At Tenbury on 18th 6° of rain fell in 15 
minutes! Winds were chiefly from western points. The 
month was cool all over the British Isles no temperature 
recorded above 80°—Met. Off. - A brilliant meteor was seen | 
on 10th from (81).

SEPTEMBER— 


The first eleven days were the sunniest and brightest 
for any length of time we had experienced for the year ; the 
rest of the month was frequently overcast. There was very 
little rain, the average being as low as ‘79 inch. The 2nd 
was a cold day; at (i) 32° was observed. The end of the 
month was cold, 24° being read at (41), and 22° (on the 
grass) at (81). Here on the 20th a vivid lunar rainbow was 
seen for 10 minutes; at (2) corn harvest was finished on 
the 10th. . 


The fine weather was due to the two long anticyclonic 
periods, the wind throughout the month was chiefly from 
some Northerly or Westerly quarter.

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OCTOBER— 


“Cyclonic disturbances were few and unimportant, so 
the weather was dry” (Met. Off.) There was a good deal of 
fog, notably for the first seven days ; the weather all pests 
was generally very quiet; a thunderstorm at (10) on 30th, 
but with no rain ; here the Swallows were seen till the 16th. 
and at (17) on 29th.

_NOVEMBER— 


Seldom of recent years has November been so cold. The 
change came somewhat suddenly after the mildness of 
October, and therefore was felt all the more. At (27) frost 
every day except on Ist, 9th and 10th ; at (1) a severe snow 
storm on 12th and 18th did much damage to trees. 
At (1), 12° on grass on 27th; very severe frost 17th, 
27th, 28th : an unusually severe month for November. 


Ist to 5th c; 5th to 6th a ; 6th to 16th ¢; 16th to 28th a; 
28th to 81st 6. 


DECEMBER— 


A stormy, wet month, The disturbed weather unfavour- 
able to frosts which were few (only 4 days noted at (81) ) 
and of fleeting character—only one quiet period on the 19th, 
in which an anticyclone passed from Greenland, Iceland 
and drifted southward to Bay of Biscay and Spain, Snow 
on 12th, doing much damage to trees at (1). 


The following note on the storm of the 27th is sent 
- from Clun. “Extensive damage done, buildings injured, 
chimneys blown down, great numbers of trees blown down 
or snapped off above the roots, whole rows on the planted 
hills: were overturned within comparatively limited areas ; 
many estates lost several hundreds, roads and lanes being 
blocked for days by the fallen timber. The wind blew in 
the morning from the South, by noon 8. W., at 4 p.m. West, 
with great violence, 6 p.m. to 8 p.m. at its highest W. N.W. ; 
at 8 it gradually subsided, and at midnight it was only 
strong in force.” From South Shropshire the severity of 
the gale is generally recorded, but the Northern part of the 
County seems to have been in a state of placidity, two 
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reports from Newport state that little or no damage accrued. 
1) the worst storm for 50 years. Orchards suffered greatly. 
29) The worst for 20 years. Rain was experienced nearly 
every day. On the few days without rain there was either 
snow, hail, or fog. (14) thunder and lightning on the 31st. - 
The gale continued on into the next year.

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NOTES ON THE WHOLE YEAR, 


Winps :—Spring and Autumn which generally bring 
many gales were much quieter than usual. The months 
of strong winds were January, February and December. 
The stormy weather of December was continued into 1916. 
For the gale of December 27th, see notes above. 


RAINFALL :—The wettest months were, (in order), July 
and December, February, August, January, November, May 
and October ; the driest (in order), March, September, June 
and April. Much damage done to wheat crops by the rain 
of June 25ta, The rain in summer hindered harvest con- 
siderably, but the dry September gave great facility for 
in-gathering. 


The dry periods were March to April Ist, 32 days; May 
21st to June 24th, 33 days; August 18th to 27th, 10 days ; 
July 81st to Sept. 28rd, 24 days; Oct. 2nd to 9th, 8 days ; 
Nov. 16th to 24 days, 16 days. 


There was not much snow, that which fell remained but 
afew hours. The hills were covered as late as on May 18th. 
December was quite free, 


THUNDERSTORMS :—Jan, to May 4th, quite free, then 
for seven days ; June to July 4th, for a period of 10 days ; 
Aug. 8rd, 12th and Sept. Ist, free the rest of the month, 
Oct, 29th, Noy. 10th, Dec., free period. 


July and November were cold for the time of year; 
August gave the highest readings. There was no frost 
sufficient to provide skating, 


CROPS. 


The large-fruit crop was abundant, but owing to so 
much fruit setting, the size was but small. Small-fruit, 
good, stone fruit in many places good. Some little hay was 
gathered at the end of June in good condition, but the crop 


' had been greatly damaged for want of moisture, that which 


had to remain could not, owing the wet weather of July, be 
gathered till (some of it) after the corn. harvest had set in, and 
round Ludlow, in very bad condition. There was good 
weather for garnering the grain crops which were fair; 
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this harvest was over much earlier than usual. About 
Shifnal the crops were generally good; root crops only 
moderate owing to the early drought.
